I am replying to your letters of December 20, 1986 and 
January 6, 1987 in which you express continued disappointment about the 
way your complaint was handled by this Commission. 


I am sorry that you are displeased with the treatment you 
received when dealing with the Canadian Human Rights Commission. 
However, I feel that staff at the National Capital Regional Office, the 
Complaints and Compliance Branch staff and my own personal staff have 
been considerate in their attempts to assist you through every step of 
the process. You are aware that this special attention was provided even 
though your complaint was beyond the jurisdiction of the Canadian Human 
Rights Acts 


I advised you in my letter of December 17, 1986 that you have 
the right to apply to the Federal Court for a review of the Commission's 
decision. 


There is nothing further that this Commission can do for you.
